The department filed notice of 


appeal 
to

Supreme Court 


from a judgment of (\\c Federal 
District Court at Chicago that bit 
Pont could properly retain own- 
ership of the GM stock piovidcd 
Du Pont surrendered the voting 
rights to individual Du Pont stock- 
holders, 


'Du Pont holds about 23 per cent 


of the outstanding GM stock, ac- 
quired many years ago. 


These holdings are valued at 


more than three billion dollars. 
The 
federal 
government 
has 


sought since 1949 to force Du Pout 
to give 
up this stock 
on 
the 


grounds that the big holding is a 
violation - o£ the antitrust Uuvs, 


After two trials, the first lost 


outright by he government, Chi- 
cago Federal District Judge Wal- 
ler J. La Buy entered a judgment 
against 
Du Pont and GM last 


Nov. 17. 


However, Judge La Buy held 


that undsr piesent tax laws, any 
foiced sale of the GM .stock would 
channel a big share ot the profits 
into the U.S. Treasury and would 
•be unnecessarily harsh and puni- 
tive. 


The Chicago court said the Du 


Pont Co. could continue to own 
the stock and collect the GM divi- 
dends, but must transfer the vot- 
ing rights to its stockholders, ex- 
cluding members of the Du Pont 
family of Wilmington, Del.
